Daniels has stated that, his removal 
followed representations from Am- 
bassador Willard to the state de- 
partment that he was encroaching 
on diplomatic functions in his ac- 
tivities there. 


The Admiral declared in,his let- 


ter that "from my personal know- 
ledge, of Mr. Daniels' character,. I 
am. led- to believe that whatever is 
cited in his. statements, to. the'_dis-- 
^ciedit'o'f'th'e: officers is so- perverted: 
and 'twisted as to give the actual 
facts a false meaning." • 


"It is probable and more than 


likely," Admiral Decker's 
letter 


said, "that if these officers had bow- 
ed down, and had served the gods 
that Mr. Daniels' worshipped, they 
would today have been fattening on 
the navy as commanders of fleets 
on active duty or in pleasant jobs. 
in Washingon. To me, as to other 
high officers of. the navy, it has 
come that if we would bow down to 
the wishes of Mr. Daniels, we would 
receive the rewards therefor, inti- 
mations that come by 
circuitous 


routes and underhanded, 
sneaking 


ways, so that no one can take hold 
of them. 


"My explanation of the incidents 


set forth by Mr. Daniels is based 
on my personal 
experience 
with 


him. 
This explanation is that Mr. 


Daniels found these officers would 
not follow him to the limit of de- 
moralizing and degrading the navy; 
that, even though they honestly de- 
sired the rewards and promotion of 
their career which all 
honorable 


men reasonably desire, they were 
not willing- to sacrifice their char-

And1 as a result Mr. Dan- 
iels determined to break them by

It will be remembered that Senator Lenroot wrote a fctte:

They are men who, if elected, wffl use their own 


independent judgment for the best interests of the 
country and the party.

Wisconsin can, if 'it will, have a large influence at 


the national convention, but only if the delegates elect- 
ed are known to be independent and not under the con- 
trol or subject to the dictation of- any individual. 
The delegates should represent the will of some man 
not before the voters at this time. In other words, they 
should use their best judgment as to what is'best for 
the people and not allow any one to do their thinking 
for them.
